APPENDIX Ὁ. 


A much simpler way of forming the tenses of a Greek 
verb is to add the necessary prefixes and terminations 
directly to the root of the verbs, modifying them by the 
laws of Euphony. The following is given as a speci- 
men; it has not been thought necessary to give all the 
varieties, or the exceptions. In most verbs the present 
tense is a form of the root lengthened or strengthened 
by the addition of a consonant, the insertion of a syl- 
lable, or the lengthening of a vowel; 6. 9., Tur, τύπτω ; 
TUY, τυγχάνω; σπερ, σπείρω, &c. This, however, is not 
always the case, as in λέγω, γράφω, &e. 


FORMATION OF THE TENSES. ACTIVE VOICE. 


1. Present. To the longer or stronger form of the root 
(in some verbs, to the root itself) add the primary 


terminations, ὦ, es, et, &c.: TUTT-@, AauBav-w, 
Nby-EtSy ἀνύτ-ει. 
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2. Imperfect. To the form used in the present prefix 
the augment, and add historic person-signs: 
ἔ-τυπτ-ον, ἠρείδ-ομεν, ἔ-σπειρ-έτην. 


3. Future. Add ow to the root: τύπ-σω, τύψω ; ἀνύτ- 
ow, ἀνύσω; ppad-cw, φράσω ; σπένδ-σω, σπέν-σω, 
oreiow. In the fourth or liquid conjugation, ἕω 
(=éow) is added: νεμέσω, νεμέω, νεμῶ: 3 σπερ-έσω, 
σπερέω, σπερῶ. 


[N.B. Roots which change ¢ into e in the present, 
keep the εὖ in the first future and first aorist, except in 
the fourth or liquid conjugation; as, Aw, λείπ-σω, 
λείψω. 

3. First Aorist. Prefix the augment, and add σα, cas, 
σε, &c.: ἔ-τυπ-σα, ἔτυψα; ἔ-βρεχ-σα, ἔβρεκσα, 
ἔβρεξα. In the fourth or liquid conjugation, where 
« is not inserted, the penult is lengthened: ἤγγει- 
λα, ἔνειμα, ἔκρινα, ἔφθειρα. 


4, Perfect. Prefix the augment, and, if possible, the 
reduplication; and add, in the first and second 
conjugations, @ ; in all the others, xa: τέ-τυπ-ἃ, ré- 
τυφα; πέ-πλεκ-ἁ, πέπλεχα; τέ-τωγ-ἃ, τέταχα; ἤνυτ- 
κα, ἤνύκα ; ἤγγελ-κα, ἔ-σπαρ-κα. 

5. Second Perfect. The same as the Perfect, only add- 
| ing a instead of d, τέ-τυπ-α, τέτυπα. 

Pluperfect. Prefix the augment, and, if possible, the 
reduplication, with another augment, adding, in the 
first pluperfect, εἶν, eis, εἶ, &c.; in the second, εἰν, evs, 

me δοι: ἐτε-τυπ-εῖν, ἐτετύφειν ; ἐτε-τύποειν, ἐτετύπειν. 
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Second Aorist. Prefix the augment, and add historic 
person-signs; &tvu7r-ov, ἔτυπον, es, &, &c. 


[N.B. Roots which have a in the second aorist, take 
4 in the present, future, perfect, active, and passive ; and 
o in the second perfect. | 


MIDDLE VOICE. 
This differs from the active only in having passive

Tuo, ἐ-τέ-τυπ-το, ἐτέτυπτο. 
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Paulo-post Future. Prefix the augment, and, if possible, 
the reduplication, and add σομαι, cet, σεται; τε-τύπ- 
σομαι, τετύψομαι.
